A rather belated story of the mys- 


terious disappearance

Beever, son of Mr. and Mrs. Biley 
Beever of near 
Andersonville 
has 


just become known. On July 8 Beever 
left for parts unknown, without any 
apparent reason and has not since 
been seen by his parents. 


At the time of his 
disappearance 


he was employed by Willard King of 
near New Salem. He was last seen 
by Mr. King on the night of July 8 
when he left the King home in com- 
pany with Jack Barber and Roy 
Reeve. The three men came to this 
city and instead of returning with 
his companions Beever told them he 
was going to, spend the night in 
Glenwood. When he failed to show 
up the next morning Mr. King started 
an investigation fearing that Beever 
might have met with some harm. 


The investigation led to the dis- 


covery that instead of going to Glen- 
wood Beever stayed all night at the 
Grand hotel in this city. It is be- 
lieved that he took an early ear the 
next morning for Indianapolis and 
Mr. King is of the opinion that he is 
there now and expresses a belief that 
he will come home soon. 


Beever had been in the employee 


of Mr. King since last fall and the 
cnly reason assigned to his leavins so 
mysteriously is that he became tired 
of the farm and sought the bright 
lights of the city. He left most of 
his clothing at the King residence 
and it was this that first led Mr. King 
to express a fear of foul play. Noth- 
ing was said of the incident for some 
time as it was thought he would 
come back in a few days but as time 
went on and he failed to show up 
Mr. King made public the disappear- 
ance. 


Mr. King stated this morning that 


he thought young Beever 
was 


ashamed to tell him that he desired 
to quit as he kept him all winter and 
the harvest season was just starting 
when he left. It is not known defi- 
nitely that. he is in Indianapolis as 
110 word has ever been received to 
this effect.

Consttutionality of Corrupt Practices 


Act Is in Doubt. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 14.—Twenty-two 


cases involving alleged violation ol 
the corrupt practices act governing 
the expenditure of 'money In cam- 
paigns have been appealed to the su- 
preme court by the state from the 
Floyd circuit court. The defendants 
are John M. Paris and Claude A. Sit- 
tason, candidates in the recent Floyd 
cqunty primaries for nominations to 
county offices. 
Twelve of the cases 


are against Paris and ten against Slt- 
tason. 


Judge H. C. Montgomery of the low- 


er court found the men not guilty. 
They were charged with employing 
persons to work for them during their 
candidacies, and with paying the per- 
sons employed In money. 
These 


cases were appealed 
to the higher 


court to test the constitutionality of 
the act.

That the Public Has Not Been Fully 


Informed of the True Condition of 
Liner That Struck an Iceberg Is 
Now Apparent, and Rumor Has It 
In Halifax That Stricken Vessel Has 
Sunk, Though This Is Discredited. 


Halifax, N. S.. Aug. 14—The report 


that the steamship Corsican has sunk 
it not credited in Halifax. The Allan 
line has a message from Belle Isle 
via Point Amour stating that the Cor- 
sican baa been waiting for the fog to 
lift before proceeding to Liverpool and 
that the Lake Champlain has been 
standing by, although the Corsican is 
apparently making no water. 


Montreal, Aug. 14.—When question- 


ed the signal service officers replied 
that the Allan line steamship Corsican, 
which smashed into an iceberg and 
sustained damage above her water 
line, and the Canadian Pacific line 
steamship Lake Champlain, which 
went to her assistance, are still in the 
poeition in which, they were last re- 
ported, that is, 120 miles east of Belle 
Isle. The Allan liner has not stirred 
from this position since the accident 
occurred. 
Both ships report no dan- 


ger. 


Shipping experts, however, begin to 


surmise that much more damage was 
actually done to the Corsican than 
was admitted by her captain in the 
messages he sent to the Allan line. 
It is pointed out that icebergs project 
under water and that as the ship was 
admittedly damaged above the water 
line after striking stem-on, she must 
also be damaged much more beneath 
the water line unless the berg she 
struck was of quite exceptional forma- 
tion. Also if there is no danger, as 
was reported, it seems strange that 
the ships should have made no pro- 
gress, no matter how slow. 


It is also difficult to understand why, 


If the Corsican was able to proceed 
to Liverpool as stated, the Lake Cham- 
plain should find it necessary to stand 
by and identify herself In each report 
made with the injured ship. 


It is felt that much may have been 


withheld, either in Captain Cook's re- 
ports to the Allan line officials, or In 
the firm's version of these reports as 
issued by them. A private message 
sent from the Corsican by wireless to 
Montreal via Point Amour, leaked out 
In transmission. 'Questions addressed 
to a party .to whom the message was 
sent, were replied to by a portion of 
truth, but the fact was suppressed 
that the Lake Champlaln's command- 
er considered it advisable to stand by 
the Corsican to be ready to give aid 
If necessary, although this was incor- 
porated in the message. 


The fog at Belle Isle was, according 


to Captain Cook, not so dense but that 
the berg was perceived by the look- 
out man In time to reverse the en- 
gines and strike lightly, so unless the 
fog is thicker than Monday, there 
seems no reason why the ships should 
not have proceeded slowly. A pessi-

EARTHQUAKE HORROR 


Number of Dead In Turkey 


Placed at 3,000. 


Constantinople, Aug. 14.—At Myrio- 


phitis, Chora ana Iraklitza, 3,000 peo- 
ple were killed, a doctor who has re- 
turned from relief work in the earth- 
quake district says. A great crater 
was formed at Gana and the entire 
village was swallowed up. 
Fifteen 


villages along the shores of the Dar- 
danelles were destroyed. 


The doctor said he passed through 


a district where many thousands of 
destitute men were fighting for pos- 
session of meager supplies that were 
arriving. Hunger and thirst were gen- 
eral and many old people were dying. 


Searches in the ruins revealed many 


dead women clasping infants in their 
arms,' soma of the latter being still 
alive. 


The earthquake shocks continue in 


the stricken district, In some instances 
stones being hurled high in the air 
from crevasses. 


N March, 1883. a petition was pre- 


sented to congress asking that a

UNITED STATES OFFICE OP PUBLIC EOADS. 
congress approved March 3, 1S93, mak- 
ing appropriation of $10,000 for the de- 
partment of agriculture. The clause 
relating to this work provided that the 
secretary of agriculture should make 
inquiries in regard to systems of road 
management throughout the United 
States, make investigations in regard 
to the best methods of road making, 
prepare publications on this subject 
and assist agricultural colleges and ex- 
periment stations in disseminating in- 
formation. 


Since 1893 the. total amount appro- 


priated for the office of public roads is 
$864.860. and since its establishment 
the office has issued 40 bulletins, 95 
circulars, 9 fanners' bulletins, 21 year 
book reprints and 18 annual reports, a 
total of 183 publications. 


The office has directed the construc- 


tion of about 346 object lessons and 
experimental roads, Illustrating macad- 
am, bituminous macadam, brick, grav- 
el, sand-clay, shell and earth construc- 
tion. The approximate expenditure on 
these object lessons and experimental 
roads by local authorities bas been 
$600*762. and the subsequent road work 
due directly to the object lesson roads 
represents expenditures running well 
op into millions. Lectures and person- 
al advice by engineers and experts have 
constituted a prominent feature of the 
work of the office since its establish- 
ment. The road 'material laboratory 
was.installed in December, 1900, and 
from that time to July 1, 1911, about 
5,390 samples of road material have 
been received from practically every 
state in the Union and tested to deter- 
mine their character and value for road 
building. 
/ 


A photographic laboratory was in- 


stalled in January, 1909, and has now 
a complete outfit. This was the direct 
result of a great need for illustrated 
lectures. The office has now a collec- 
tion of about C.OOO negatives and about 
3,000 sUdes. many of which have been 
colored. These illustrate all phases of 
toad work. 


Experiments have been conducted

road building devices, such as rollers 
and crushers, in actual operation. 
This exhibit was designed and prepar- 
ed, by the office, and since the exposi- 
tion closed similar exhibits have been 
shown in many parts of the United 
States, partly through the medium of/ 
expositions and partly by means of ex- 
hibit trains operated by several rail- 
roads. 
Lecturers and demonstrators 


accompany these exhibits, making them 
In reality schools of instruction in road 
building. 


Graduates in engineering are ap- 


pointed from colleges each year after 
a competitive examination, and are 
given thorough training while render- 
ing practical services to the govern- 
ment In this way an efficient corps of 
engineers is being built up, which wBl 
aid the development of road building 
along proper lines, both during and 
after their connection with the gov- 
ernment This work was begun In the 
fiscal year 1905. 


Investigations into the decomposition 


of rock powders under the action of 
water have led to important discover- 
ies with reference to increasing the ce- 
menting value of road materials. The 
investigation into the corrosion of iron 
and steel culverts has brought out im- 
portant results. The generally accept- 
ed theories regarding the rusting of 
iron have been demonstrated to be in- 
correct, and it has been shown that 
by treating the surface of the iron 
with a strong oxidizing agent the rust- 
Ing can be inhibited. 


In May, 1007, the office inaugurated 


a project designed to introduce the 
best possible systems of construction, 
maintenance and administration of 
roads in the various counties. Under 
this plan engineers are assigned to 
make thorough investigation on all 
phases of the road work of the connry 
to which they are assigned, and pre- 
pare exhaustive reports giving plans, 
estimates and recommendations. 


The number of the employees of the 


office has increased from one on July 
1, 1893, to 157 on July 1, 1911. 
The 


present appropriation of the office is 
$160,720, out of which $3,500 Is paid 
for rent, leaving $157,220 to pay the 
salaries of these 157 employees, as well 
as. traveling expenses, the purchase of 
equipment and supplies, and the usual 
running expenses. 


The most thorough and systematic 


methods of organization nave been in- 
troduced into the administration of the 
office, and the great library, on all 
phases of road work is the best in the 
western hemisphere, and the library is 
being added to constantly. 


The policy of the office In recent 


years bas been to co-operate with the 
officials in charge of road work in the 
various states as closely as possible, 
and the endeavor is being made so to 
correlate road work In each state by 
voluntary co-operation as to constitute 
one great movement along uniform 
lines and make the- progress and meth- 
ods of each state known to every other 
state through the medium of the office. 
In furtherance of this object a compre- 
hensive investigation was begun In

It is in its position as a substitute 


for ivory that the new material has 
caused most surprise, however, be- 
cause it has the appearance of being 
another instance of 'improving upon 
nature. 
The new Ivory takes a very 


high and lasting polish, and probably 
will not lack a commercial field for 
itself, as natural ivory continues to 
grow scarcer and dearer year by 
year.

Although 
no mention during the sessions was 
made of any party other than the 
Populists, the Roosevelt Progressives 
were favored in all the action. 
It 


was announced the Progressives had 
adopted in their platform eighteen 
planks of the Populist platform, that 
the Democrats had appropriated six 
and the regular (Taft) Republicans 
four, leaving only six unappropriated. 
Delegates were urged to take the vari- 
ous parties' platforms into considera- 
tion in voting, and in this manner 
Roosevelt was favored. Wilson fusion- 
ists were given a cold shoulder by the- 
convention. A delegation of six Ne- 
braska fusionists appeared at conven- 
tion headquarters, but were refused 
admittance. 


Samuel H. Williams of Vincennes, 


Ind., Populist nominee for vice presi- 
dent four years ago, was made the 
temporary and permanent chairman 
of the convention, and J. A. Parker of 
Parma, Mo., temporary and perma- 
nent secretary. J. H. Ferriss of Jol- 
iet. 111., was appointed chairman of 
the resolutions committee. 


Reaffirmation of the .old progressive 


ideas of the People's party, condem- 
nation of the present financial system 
of the government, indorsement of 
equal suffrage and of a plan for tariff 
commission work were features of the 
platform. 
This tariff proposition is 


said to be an innovation for the Popu- 
lists. 
The convention reaffirmed its 


declaration for the initiative, referen- 
dum and recall.

His salary as a. lieutenant of , 


police was $2,250 a year, of $183.75 a i 
month. 


But there are other records supplied \ 


to the district attorney by bank offi- 
cials concerning Lieutenant Becker's 
precautions against a rainy day. There 
is now proof that while the graft was 
good he made these deposits in four 
banks: 
April, 1912, Lincoln Trust 


company, $1,500; May, 1912, West 
Side Savings bank, $3,000; April, 1912, 
Empire City Savings bank, $3,500; • 
November, 1911, Corn Exchange bank, 
$29,615. Total, $37,615. 


And besides these accounts obtain- 


ed from bank ledgers, the district at- 
torney has information that Becker 
has at least five other bank accounts 
in Manhattan alone, and that Becker's 
total 'cash savings approximate $200,- 
000. 


After the district attorney had se- 


cured the records of bank accounts the 
grand jury heard from Jack Rose and 
Bridgie Webber that it was Becker's 
cash that went to pay the pistol men 
who shot down Rosenthal. Before the 
murder Becker owed Webber $500. 
Less than an hour after Rosenthal was 
murdered he told Bridgie Webber in 
front of the Murray Hill baths, in the 
presence of Rose and with Jack Sulli- 
van standing by, that he had not.much 
money with him, and he ordered Web- 
ber to give Rose or Schepps $1,000, 
"so that the boys could get out of town 
in a hurry." He told Webber that he 
would pay him the whole $1,500 the 
next day. Webber sent Jack Sullivan 
three times to get the money from 
Becker, but the lieutenant dodged pay- 
ment and Webber never got his 
money. 


Having scrutinized and analyzed 


the profits of blackmail as exemplified 
in Becker's bank accounts, the district 
attorney examined with much inter- 
est a tabulation he secured from Wil- 
liam J. Burns and from eight gam- 
blers as to the assessments and rates 
of blackmail—the financial details of 
the gathering of what Rose says was 
$2.400,000 in Manhattan alone. 


•This tabulation reveals that there 


was a complete and systematic slid- 
ing scale of collections from big and 
little gambling houses, Irom large and 
small disorderly houses and other un- 
savory resorts, from stud and crap 
games, from poker rooms, from pool- 
rooms and even from the dice-throw- 
ing privilege in saloons and cigar 
stores. 
Nothing was too big for the 


appetite of the gratters, nothing too 
small for their greed. 


The big gambling houses—the elab- 


orately furnished art galleries main- 
tained by the Blue Ribbon gentry— 
paid $1,000 a month. The first-class 
poolrooms with a wide telephone pat- 
ronage as well as a handsome cash 
play, contributed $600 a month. And 
on down through levels of gambling 
from top to bottom, the grafters work- 
ed their perfected system, even to 
blackmailing the cheap and fly-by- 
night crap games at the rate of $60 a 
week. The big disorderly houses paid 
$600 a month; the small disorderly 
houses, $150 to $350, and the semi-' 
private dives, $100. 


An examination of Becker's bank- 


ing operations indicated to Mr. Whit- 
man the swift profits of the game. 
When Becker first took charge of-the 
strong arm squad and became known 
to the gamblers as the man with whom 
they would hare to deal, his takings 
as shown by the deposits of these ear- 
ly months, back in the winter of 1911. 
were comparatively modest—matters 
of |500 or f 1.000, or even less. But 
as the months passed the lieutenant 
crew < more .opulent. 
It has already 


been proved that la April, 1912, he 
deposited $7,500 In two institutions, 
and that in Mar. IMS. he put away 
17.330.

he was run down by a

freight several weeks ago. Since his 
tragic end she seemed constantly de- 
pressed and often was enveloped in 
melancholia. 


Her mother. Mrs. Luke Goodpas- 


ture, tried often to cheer her up. but 
she refused all efforts made in this 
line and constantly brooded over her 
affairs.

' That she took the drug about three 
o'clock Monday afternoon is tbousht. 
for she was discovered about four 
o'clock by members of her family 
and was in an unconscious condition. 
Dr. Grover was summoned from this 
city, and lie at once after examina- 
tion announced the girl 
had taken 


corrosive sublimate or what is often 
termed mercuric chloride. The drug 
is bi-chloride of mercury and is a 
virulent poison that has a harsh and 
irritating action on the bndv tissues. 
As a result of swallowing it the vic- 
tim's throat is burned similar to the 
action of carbolic acid on the flesh, 
and the only fears that the physician 
has that she may not live is that 
some of the poison may have gotten 
into the stomach. 


The proper antidotes were used by 


Dr. Grover, who also made a trip to 
see her Tuesday. 
She is still in a 


very serious condition, and yet while 
not completely removed from danger 
he is of the opinion that she will re- 
cover.
